Spend a large part of your 
time in examining catalogs. Do not for- 
get that you can do no good work without 
proper tools, and so provide yourself with 
the regular trade catalogs, and such of the 
helps as you can afford. To epitomize, 
put the same time and thought in your 
purchasing as you spend in taking care 
of them after bought.
